3, Sub-section (i), dated the 29th September, 2000 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons, likely to be 
affected thereby before the expiry of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of 1 ndia in which the said 
notification was published, were made available to the public; 

And, whereas, the copies of the said Gazette oflndia were made available to the public on the 30th September, 

2000 , 

And, whereas, the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been 
considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules
